Salute To World War II Vets Dec. 7 


Nov. 15th Last Day To Inform City Of Participation In Ceremony

When you plan something for a future date, time has a 
way of creeping up on us much quicker than anticipated. 

The ceremony recognizing Quincy’s World War II veter- 
ans is now only three weeks away. 

It, in very short order, will be time for my office to stop 
advertising this event and start its the final preparations. 
The deadline for participation in this event is Friday, Nov. 
15th. The ceremony itself takes place in the Quincy High 
School auditorium at 1 p.m. on Saturday, Dec. 7th (Pearl 


. Harbor Day). This is our last chance to recognize and honor 


those WWII veterans with ties to our Quincy community. 

Most of the WWII veterans that I have known thus far 
during my 46 years of advocacy and service to veterans 
and their families, have, almost to a man - or woman, have 
been reluctant to talk about their individual contributions 
and experiences while in the uniform of our Armed Forces 
during the Second World War. None that I have known has 
ever considered him or herself a hero. Few, if any, can easy 
reconcile with being referred to as a member of America’s 
Greatest Generation, but, they are. 

Whether they returned from WWII and started a business 
or a factory of just came back to their old job and settled 
down again, here in Quincy to raise their families, all of 
them are all of the above. This ceremony is not intended 
to single out or honor any particular living WWII veteran. 
It is simply one more opportunity to recognize those par- 
ticipants, with a connection to Quincy, who took part of the 
history that was WWII. The summer months of 2020 will 
reach the 75th anniversary of the end of WWII. 

So few of these men and women still remain with us and 
they depart from us in greater and greater numbers every 
day. For this ceremony, we are asking any WWII vet who 
can, on his or her own or with escort, who entered the ser- 
vice from Quincy or lived in Quincy after service to come 
onto the stage at Quincy High and allow your fellow citi- 
zens to extend their appreciation for your service. If you 
can make it and join us on stage, I ask that you contact my 
office ASAP (keep in mind the Nov. 15th cut-off deadline). 

We will have some tokens of our city’s appreciation for 
anid pride in you. We will have the Massachusetts Secretary 


of Veterans Services among several other dignitaries, both 
military and civilian, in attendance in your honor. You will 
be greeted, supported and escorted by uniformed members 
of today’s military services and others. 

There will be some musical entertainment, a video pre- 
sentation during the ceremony, (which we will try to keep 
to about an hour) and then a light luncheon served on site 
right after the ceremony. As part of this ceremony also, we 
would like to honor those living veterans who cannot at- 
tend and Quincy veterans who are no longer with us. If 
you cannot attend, you can send us a picture of yourself, in 
uniform or civilian clothes, from any period in your life and 
we will make it part of a video presentation near the end of 
the ceremony. 

Quincy saw about 8,500 of its citizens serve in WWII 
and well over 97 percent of them are now gone. There is 
no way that we can possibly even attempt to recognize such 
a large number in a single ceremony - and the primary pur- 
pose of this one is to recognize those who are still with us. 
However, we will have a video segment at the end of the 
ceremony whereby we will display the names and pictures 
of any deceased Quincy veteran whose family would like to 
see their loved one included in this very special ceremony, if 
a picture of that veteran is sent to my office by the deadline: 
Friday, Nov. 15th. , 

Finally, the Quincy High School auditorium holds about 
700 people. The Mayor’s Office, as well as mine, would 
love to see that auditorium filled with Quincy families and 
other citizens as a truly dignified and deserving display of 
respect for all those WWII veterans whose presence, images 
and memories we get to honor on this occasion, There is a 
lot yet to be set in place for this ceremony and we sincerely 
hope that it will be worth the recognition and memory that 
we seek to create, so REMEMBER...the absolute entry cut- 
off date for participation in this event is FRIDAY, NOV. 
15th!

THE WOLLASTON COAL Company that was located 
at 33 Weston Ave. alongside the railroad tracks in Wol- 
laston published this 1912 advertising postcard. The 
company specialized in Lehigh and Lackawanna coals 
from eastern Pennsylvania that were widely used at the 
time in home heating furnaces. As the ad proclaims, this 
new Quincy company was one of the first to use motor 
trucks for quick delivery service. The business later be- 
came the Ralph Coal Company owned by two brothers 
from Wollaston. They continued retail coal operations at 
this location until the late 1950s. Although they carried 


‘Our, Quick Delivery Service. 


a wide variety of coals and coke, Ralph Coal specialized 
in very hard and shiny Pennsylvania anthracite they 
marketed as “Blue Coal.” It was lightly sprinkled with 
blue powder for effect. The powder had nothing to do 
with the fact that the coal burned naturally with a very 
little flame that had a blue hue. Before the wide spread 
use of oil and natural gas for home heating fuels, there 
were over a dozen companies selling coal and coke in 


Quincy.

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Voters Oust Plan E, 
Bring Back Plan A 


Quincy will return to the Plan A form of government 
in 1958 as a result of Tuesday’s election when the voters 
discarded Plan E and ousted three of seven city council- 
lors. 

Plan A won over Plan E, 14,378 to 12,851, as Council- 
lors David J. Crowley, Alfred G. Helfrich and Frank E. 
MacDonald lost their seats to Thomas S. Burgin, James 


-R. McIntyre and Charles L. Shea. 


Mayor Amelio Della Chiesa and Councillors David S. 
McIntosh, Carl W. Anderson and Edna B. Austin retained 
their seats as 65.2 percent of the voters went to the polls. 

McIntyre finished third in the election with 14,187 
votes. McIntyre, 25, and still a law school student, is the 
youngest man elected’to the council in 25 years. He was 
wounded during the Korean War in which he served as a 
Marine Corps officer. 

Shea, 28, won election to the council on his second 
try. A Boston College graduate he finished fifth polling 
12,116. 

The seventh and final seat on the council was won by 
incumbent Edna B. Austin who polled 12,058 votes, edg- 
ing out 10-year council veteran Crowley by 102 votes. 
Crowley received 11,956 votes and was considering ask- 
ing for a recount.

4 teaspoons olive oil 

3 tablespoons of butter (melted —- you 
can use a microwave) 

2 tablespoons of brown sugar 

2 teaspoon of cinnamon 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 pinch of ground ginger 

Sea salt to taste 


Peel and dice the sweet potatoes into 
bite-sized cubes. 

In a separate bowl, mix the brown sugar, 
cinnamon, nutmeg, ginger and sea salt all 
together. Add the olive oil and melted but- 
ter to the dry ingredients and mix well.

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration urges cau- 
tion on the part of consum- 
ers. Counterfeit products, 


including cosmetics, are 
illegal and may be harm- 
ful to a consumer’s health. 
The danger, according to 
the FDA, is that counter- 
feits may contain danger- 
ous or banned ingredients, 
unacceptable by-products 
of manufacturing or un- 
approved color additives. 
Luckily, most incidents of 
cosmetic counterfeiting or 
product tampering aren’t 
extremely serious, But if 
you don’t purchase products 
from reputable retailers, it’s 
nearly impossible to know 
exactly what’s in the prod- 
ucts you’re using. 

Last year, officials in Los 
Angeles seized $700,000 
worth of counterfeit cosmet- 
ics from a renowned outdoor 
shopping area. The makeup 
was contaminated with high 
levels of bacteria and feces.

that legitimate products are, 


_ so feces or other contami-

So how can consumers 
protect themselves when 
it’s nearly impossible for the 
average consumer to tell the 
difference between a brand- 
ed product and a well-done 
counterfeit?

Should I Claim Benefits 
At Age 67 If I’m Working?

Dear Rusty: My wife and I were talking to some other 
senior citizens who say it would be more beneficial to start 
drawing social security when I turn 67 next year, rather than 
wait till 70, even if I work full time. Can I do that? Signed: 
Working Senior 

Dear Working Senior: Yes, you can do that, but it may 
not be your best strategy. Let’s explore your options: 

If your wife is already collecting Social Security on her 
work record, you might consider filing a “restricted applica- 
tion for spousal benefits only” and collect a spousal benefit 
from your wife, while continuing to delay your claim for 
your own benefit, thus allowing your benefit to continue 
to grow. You can do this because you were born before 
1/2/1954, which is the cutoff date for filing in this manner. 
In this way you could collect 50% of the benefit your wife is 
entitled to at her full retirement age (FRA) until such time as 
you file for your own benefit. If you wait until age 70 to file 
for your own, your payment will be 24% more than it will 
be when you are 67. But you cannot use this option unless, 
or until, your wife is collecting her Social Security benefit 
from her own work record. 

There is no simple answer to when you should claim. 
It depends upon your current financial needs, your current 
health and your anticipated longevity (considering your 
family history). If you anticipate a long healthy life and 
don’t urgently need the money, then waiting until age.70 to 
claim your benefit will not only give you the highest pos- 
sible monthly payment but also the most in lifetime benefits 
(assuming you live to at least the “average”-age (84 for a 
man today). Waiting until 70 will also ensure that your wife 
gets the highest possible survivor benefit, should you prede- 
cease her (at her FRA, your surviving spouse gets 100% of 
the amount you were receiving at your death). 

As for you working, since you’ve reached your full re- 
tirement age you no longer need to worry about Social Se- 
curity’s “earnings test” which takes back benefits from any- 
one whose éarnings exceed a certain limit. But it would be 
wise to consider that Social Security benefits are subject to 
Federal Income Tax (and, depending upon where you live, 
possibly a State income tax), so adding your Social Security 
income to your earnings from work could be an important 
tax consideration for you. 

Claiming your benefit at age 67 will give you a payment 
which is 8% more than you would have gotten at age 66. 
But if the factors discussed above suggest you should wait 
longer, then you’ll earn an additional 8% for each additional 
year you wait to claim your benefit, up to age 70 when your 
maximum benefit is reached. What is the downside to wait- 
ing? Well, only that your wife, if she will be eligible for a 
spousal benefit from you, cannot collect that spousal ben- 
efit until you start collecting your own benefit. Your wife’s 
spousal benefit would be half of your age 66 benefit if she 
claims at her full retirement age. 

So, as you can see, there is no easy answer to whether 
you should claim Social Security at age 67, but with the 
above information you should be able to make an informed 
decision. And here’s one final suggestion: don’t take So- 
cial Security advice from “armchair experts” and don’t be 
swayed by those who might say “collect now because Social 
Security is going bankrupt.” It’s not. It’s true that Congress 
needs to fix some portions of the program soon, and it’s also 
true they’ve been dragging their collective feet to do so. 
But, historically, Congress has always stepped up to the task 
when they had to, and I’m confident they will eventually do 
so again.

Defendant Pleads Not Guilty 


To Manslaughter In McCallum Case 


Two Brothers Charged In Connection With Deadly Brawl 
Outside Nickerson Post Due Back In Court In January

The two brothers charged 
in connection with a brawl 
outside a Squantum bar- 
room, including the man 
accused of fatally striking a 
44-year-old father of three 
from Bridgewater, are due 
back in court in January fol- 
lowing their recent arraign- 
ment. 

Matthew and Stephen 
Potter pleaded not guilty to 
charges stemming from that 
fight during their Nov. 6 ar- 
raignment in Norfolk Su- 
perior Court. They are both 
due back in court for pre- 
trial conferences on Jan. 10. 

Matthew Potter, age 36 
of Weymouth, was indicted 
for the manslaughter of 
Christopher McCallum, two 
counts of indecent assault 
and battery on a second per- 
son and simple assault of a 
third person. 

The maximum sentence 
for a manslaughter con- 
viction is 20 years in state 
prison. 

Steven Potter, age 34 of 
Boston, was indicted on two 
counts of assault and one 
count of assault and battery 
causing serious bodily in- 


jury. His charges are not re- 
lated to McCallum’s death, 
prosecutors said, but to two 
other victims from the same 
incident. 

Bail was set at $1,000 for 
Steven Potter and $20,000 
for Matthew Potter. 

McCallum, 44, _ of 
Bridgewater died Jan. 28 af- 
ter being taken off life sup- 
port. He was rushed to Bos- 
ton Medical Center around 1 
a.m. on Jan. 27 after he was 
found bleeding and uncon- 
scious Outside the Nicker- 
son American Legion Post 
on Moon Island Road after 
police responded to a report 
of a large disorder. 

An autopsy determined 
McCallum’s death was a 
homicide caused by blunt 
force trauma. 

McCallum grew up on 
Deerfield Street in Squan- 
tum and was a was a 1992 
graduate of North Quincy 
High School. He was cap- 
tain of the Red Raiders foot- 
ball and hockey teams his 
senior year and was induct- 
ed into the Quincy-North 
Quincy High Football Hall 
of Fame in 2016. 

McCallum: is_ survived 


by his wife Kathy and their 
sons Ryan, Michael and 
Christopher. 

“He ruined our lives for- 
ever,” Ryan McCallum said 
of his father’s alleged killer 
following the arraignment. 
“You can’t change what he 
did, he ruined it.” 

“We shouldn’t be stand- 
ing here,” Kathy McCallum 
said. “It’s maddening that 
we're here right now, be- 
cause this story should not 
be Chris’— it shouldn’t be.” 

In court documents, 
prosecutors said the Potter 
brothers started a fight with 
a Nickerson Post member 
that night. That led to the 
Potters being kicked out and 
the bar closing. Matthew 
Potter was “aggressive and 
swinging punches” as pa- 
trons left, according to one 
witness, prosecutors said, 
and was later seen on the 
ground with Christopher 
and William McCallum. 

“A witness observed 
Christopher McCallum 
turn head first, body fol- 
lowing, and land flat on his 
back, consistent with being 
punched or assaulted,” ac- 
cording to the court docu- 


ment. “Several witnesses 
described hearing an audible 
cracking sound when Chris- 
topher’s head hit the pave- 
ment.” 

Kevin Reddington, Mat- 
thew Potter’s attorney, gave 
a different account of that 
night, saying his client was 
the victim of a “group as- 
sault” that included Chris- 
topher and William McCal- 
lum. Reddington said his 
client came to him the fol- 
lowing day with multiple 
injuries, which he docu- 
mented. 

Bill Doyle, Christopher 
McCallum’s brother-in-law, 
dismissed Reddington’s 


claim as “smoke and mir- 


rors.” 

Matthew and Steven Pot- 
ter are the sons of retired 
Quincy Police Det. Sgt. 
Richard Potter, who served 
with the department for 30 
years. Their sister currently 
serves with the department. 

Quincy police recused 
themselves from the investi- 
gation during its early stag- 
es, leaving the investigation 
to prosecutors and State Po- 
lice.

propose something to get 
people to the table.” 

The Southside site, Har- 
nais added, provides an 
opportunity for transit-ori- 
ented development given 
its proximity to the Quincy 
Adams MBTA station.

In the race for-the three 
at-large seats on the City 
Council, incumbents Noel 
DiBona, Nina Liang and 
Anne Mahoney all prevailed 
over challengers Frank Ru- 
bino and Joann Sullivan 
Cantor. 

DiBona, of 70 Chick- 
atabot Rd., led the way with 
9,675 votes — the most of 
any candidate on the ballot. 
Mahoney, of 12 Ferriter St., 
was second with 8,688 votes 
and Liang, of 2 Williams St. 
was third with 8,375. The 
three at-large councillors 
finished in the same order 
this year as they did in 2017. 

Rubino, of 5 Whiton 
Ave., was fourth with 2,880 
votes and Sullivan Cantor, 


five, and eight units on the 
sixth floor.

Rosemarie Martin sug- 
gested the new development 
should be reduced so that it 
is similar in size to a six-unit 
building built recently on. 
Penn Street. 

“You take out about 42 
[units], I think everyone in 
here would be happy,” she 
said. “The bar is annoying, 
it’s noisy in the summer, 
but I would rather have that 
noisy: bar all summer long 
than this.” 

“We need to work with 
you, but you need to cut that 
building, take out about four 
floors and about 40 apart- 
ments and we will all be 
happy with you,” Martin 


added. 

In response to residents’ 
concerns about traffic and 
parking in the area, Chris 
Cassani, the head of the 
city’s traffic department, 
said his office has drafted 
a plan to make Liberty and 
Trafford Streets one-way 
roads between Brooks Av- 
enue and Centre Street, with 
traffic flowing in opposite 
directions on Liberty and 
Trafford.. Cassani said that 
would allow parking on 
both sides of Liberty and

I was recently at a buddy’s house and he opened his 
garage door to show off his Chevy Malibu on his new lift. 
We both have a couple of old cars that we work on and 
now I am very jealous. I have a two-car garage under my 
house, but I don’t have the ceiling height he does. Do you 
have any opinion on lower lift systems? 

I’m jealous as well. I can see no down side to having a 
lift at your house. [ only have limited experience with low/ 
mid-rise lifts. If | was shopping for a lift, 1 would stay away 
from scissor style lifts, although okay for lifting the mecha- 
nism gets in the way if you need to do work under the mid- 
dle of the car. After doing some reading online, the lift that 
seems to have the best reviews is BendPak QuickJack. It is 
a frame/body contact lift that leaves the middle of the car 
accessible. Unlike your friend’s lift you are going to only 
get 20 or so inches of lifting. Even though there is a limited 
lifting height to me it is quite an advantage over what I have; 
which is floor jack, ramps and jack stands. 

What do you think of undercoating or rust protec- 
tion? I was car shopping and the dealer as part of the 
sales package had an undercoating and fabric protection 
package that they would “throw-in” if I was going to buy 
the car. 

Not knowing what kind of product they were offering, 
this may be a case of you would get what you pay for. Inte- 
rior protection packages to me are overrated and generally 
not necessary. If you wanted to protect interior fabric you 
could easily do it yourself with a spray on fabric protection 
product. Rust-proofing and undercoating requires quite a bit 
more work and to me is only necessary if you keep a vehicle 
a long time or it is subject to corrosive conditions. Some 
examples would be a truck that spends a lot of time plowing 
snow. Salt, calcium and magnesium ice melt products are 
very corrosive. Another application would be if you use a 
truck for towing a boat and the truck ends up partially sub- 
merged in salt water on a boat ramp. These are a couple of 
areas that I would consider a rust proofing. I recently saw a 
new to me (actually a 50-year old Swiss company) product 
called Waxoyl. It is a two-part system, there is an undercoat- 
ing that remains flexible and the panel spray/fog that won’t 
clog drain holes. What I like about this over some other sys- 
tems is, there is no need to reapply the product periodically 
over time. 

I have a question about winter driving. Front wheel 
drive is good in the winter and better with snow tires. 
What about snow tires on all four wheels versus four all 
season tires? I guess my real question is,. are four snow 

tires worth the money? 

Winter tires improve the traction of any vehicle in cold 
wintery conditions. In addition to.a tread design that is bet- 
ter suited to dig through the snow, the rubber is made of a 
compound that stays stickier in cold weather and provides 
better traction even on dry roads. I was once road testing an 
Audi A6 quattro and it had “summer-tires” on it. The tem- 
perature was cold and there was about one-inch of snow on 
the road. I drove less than a mile slipping and sliding, turned 
around and used my own car with winter tires. If you need 
to be out before the snowplows buying winter tires is a good 
investment. 

I’m actively searching for a new 2019 small, safe, reli- 
able car that fits my needs and my budget. I drive locally 
and only put on about 6,000 miles per year. I rarely have 
anyone in the back seat of my car, except for my dog. I 
have test driven the Honda HR-V EX and the Mazda 
CX3 Sport model. Both seemed easy to manage and I 
like both vehicles, which would you buy? 

The Honda HR-V to me seems a bit my practical and 
slightly more versatile. Honda did a great job of fitting a 
lot of features into a small package. The Mazda CX-3 is a 
bit sportier feeling, handles a bit sharper and is just a little 
quieter. Honda vehicles typically hold their value a bit bet- 
ter, but both are good vehicles. You won’t go wrong with 
either vehicle. Some other things to consider are, dealership 
proximity, financing and trade in value of your current car. 

My Infiniti G37x sedan developed a “vinegar” smell 
when using the air conditioner or the heater. The car was 
in for service and the dealer replaced the cabin air filter 
and sprayed something into the heater. It was fine for a 
few days, but now the smell is back. What could this be, 
is it the heater or air conditioner leaking? What should 
the dealer repair shop do now to eliminate the vinegar 
smell? 

The smell could be a result of mold/mildew build up in 
the climate control system. The first thing you can try is 
always use the climate control on the fresh air setting. The 
recirculate setting tends to build up moisture which turns 
into mold. At this point I would go back to the dealer that 
performed the repair and see if they can do some additional 
cleaning and spray some additional cleaner into the system. 
In the very worst case, the system needs to disassembled 


and cleaned. 

Could a patched tire be losing air and trigger the low 
tire pressure light? Or is this more of an issue that the 
temperature has gotten cooler? If I have to replace this 
tire, can I just replace this one tire, or do I need to re- 
place two or more tires? My car is 2015 Volvo XC60. 


If the tire is repaired properly with a combination plug/. 


patch the repaired tire shouldn’t cause any issues. The first 
place to start is to see if this is a case of the sensor malfunc- 
tioning or is one of the tires actually losing air. If it were my 
car, I would properly inflate the tires and measure the infla- 
tion with a tire gauge. If the light comes on, recheck the tire 
pressure. If the tires are more than 25 percent worn you will 
need to replace at least two tires and for best results replace 
all four tires. | 

When I turn on my car - it is a 2017 Ford Fiesta — 
there is a knocking noise from the heater vent for about 
15 seconds. When I turn the control to heat, it stops. 
What is wrong? 

Your car like many use electric motors that control air 
flow in the ducts. It is possible that one of the air duct mo- 
tors is faulty and the noise you hear is the duct trying to 
open or close. At this point I would bring the car to a shop 
where they can perform some tests to determine if the doc- 
tor motor and controller is faulty. It is even possible that the 
ducts could have some debris interfering with the operation 
of the climate control. 

How do I lower the headlights on a 2014 Toyota Ta- 
coma? I get flashed often because the lights are high on a 
low-beam setting. I asked at the dealership and they will 
charge me $79 to lower the lights. I know there is a screw 
that needs to be turned to set the lights, but I can’t find 
the screw in this exact model. Help, I’m just trying to be 
safe and save some money. 

The first thing to do is check the overall headlight align- 
ment. There is a specific procedure to do this, using light 
board and parking 25 feet away. The alignment should be 
checked on both low and high beam settings. Although 
there is only two adjustments, vertical and horizontal, it is 
easy to get the headlights further out of adjustment, making 
the lights offensive and ineffective. Perhaps to save a little 
money if there is a vocational school near you. They would 
be willing to make the necessary adjustments as part of a 
lighting lesson. 

I recently moved here from Orlando for a great job. 

In Florida, we really didn’t do much to our cars as the 
seasons changed. Now that I’m here, how to get my car 
ready for winter? 
_ The three most important items to get through winter are 
a strong battery, good tires-perhaps even dedicated winter 
tires and keeping up with vital fluids. A battery becomes 
damaged during summer heat but works hardest during win- 
ter cold. Tires provide traction to both get you moving and 
stopping. Dedicated winter tires will provide the best trac- 
tion in winter weather conditions. Fluids such as oil, engine 
coolant and well as power steering, transmission and even 
windshield washer fluid all need to be in good shape and be 
adapted to winter cold. You should also keep an ice scraper, 
long handled snow brush, extra warm clothes, small shovel 
and even some non-clumping kitty litter for extra traction if 
you get stuck on ice. 

Where can I get the seal around my windshield re- 
placed? It is coming apart in pieces. In addition to being 
ugly I’m afraid the windshield will start to leak. 

Depending on the vehicle design, the windshield may 
need to come out to replace the seal. It may also be just 
the windshield molding, which will take a lot less time. 
The molding, in many cases doesn’t require removal of the 
windshield. My suggestion would be go to a glass shop, 
they deal with this type of thing all the time. 

My car is 11 years old and now the horn begins blow- 
ing at odd times as if I have hit the panic button on the 
key fob. Is there some type of battery inside the car that 
could be losing charge to cause this or is it simply be- 
cause my key fobs are so old their batteries are dying? 


The key-fob batteries even if they are failing wouldn’t © 


set off the panic alarm. There could be an issue with the 
courtesy light switches turning on the dome light. The other 
issue could be that the airbag cover is shrinking and actuat- 
ing the horn. At this point the only way you are going to 
find the issue is to be there while the horn is blaring. In the 
interim you might want to learn how to disconnect the horn, 
so you don’t disturb your neighbors. 

I was driving recently and I got a message on the dash 
that warned “oil pressure is low.” I don’t drive the car 
much and the last time I started it, there was no light. Is 
it a fluke or is something wrong? 

The engine oil pump delivers oil to critical parts of the 


engine. Low oil pressure could be the result of a ceryiine oil 


pump, worn engine bearings and even a faiilty. oil p

switch. At a minimum, check the engine oil, if it is very low 
the oil pressure will be low. If the oil level is full, then have 
a technician check the oil pressure with a mechanical.gauge. 
If the oil pressure is okay, then the oil pressure sender is 
faulty. If the oil pressure reads low, then some additional 
exploration will be required. 

I can’t start my Honda CR-V. I had a message that 
there is an electric brake system problem. The CR-V 
only gets driven on weekends, what does the electric 
brake message and the car not starting have to do with 
each other. I will be calling AAA to have the car towed to 
the Honda dealer. 

The power brake booster on your Honda uses an elec- 
tric pump, rather than engine vacuum. I have found that 
this warning comes up when the engine battery has become 
discharged. At this point check all of the electrical connec- 
tions as well as battery condition. I have also seen that some 
Honda CR-V models will end up with battery discharged 
when the vehicle sits idle for more than a week due to para- 
sitic drain. 

I have a 2000 Ford Taurus in good condition how- 
ever; it needs a heater core. I heard this is a huge job. 
How much would it cost? 

It is a big job, taking about seven hours of labor. At an 
average labor rate of $90-$120 per hour, the labor alone 
would be $630 to $840 then add in the heater core and other 
materials. The Ford factory heater core is $170, you could 
use an aftermarket heater core which run about half the fac- 
tory part price. 

What is your opinion on buying a former lease, rent- 
al, fleet car? I’m looking at a 2016 Toyota RAV4 with 
18,000 miles on it. I’m buying it from a large used car 
dealer that seems.to specialize in former rental cars. 

I have purchased three cars that were from rental fleets 
and had good luck with all three. Just like any used car you 
should have it checked out by an independent repair shop. 
Some items to look at are overall body condition, was it 
involved in a crash? At nearly four years old I would also be 
looking for tire, brake and battery issues as well as making 
sure all of the general maintenance is up to date. 

I have a 2014 Ford Escape with 12,500 miles. Time, 
not mileage, is my greatest concern. I am wondering 
what, if anything, to do about fluids such as transmission 
fluid, brake fluid, radiator antifreeze, etc. Should I just 
leave them be or do I plan for flush/replacement and, if 
so, at what intervals -mileage or time? 

Your Ford like many vehicles today uses indicator-based 
maintenance. In this case essentially the vehicle should 
know when and what needs to be performed. I’m a bit old- 
fashioned and still like to look at time, mileage and common 
sense. With people who drive little like you do, I will look at 
mileage-based suggestions and calculate the mileage/time 
equivalent. As an example, the average vehicle is driven 
about 12,000 per year. Since your car is five years old, I 
would look at maintenance items that would come up in the 
60,000-mile recommendation. In the case of your vehicle; 
transmission, brake and coolant fluids require no service un- 
til much later. I would still be looking at air and cabin filters 
that can get dirty as well as tires that can become damaged 
from age and potholes. 

I leased a 2016 Toyota Scion iA in 2016 and when lease 
was up three years later, I bought it. Two months after 
owning the car the radio stopped working. I’m looking 
to see what I can do to get radio fixed without going to 
dealership and spending money I do not have, I’m so 
angry this happened to me. 

The radio in your Scion is a fairly sophisticated system 
and like all newer cars has its own diagnostic routine to find 
out why it stopped working. As an alternative to the dealer 
you could try an auto-stereo store. These electronic stores 
may be able to diagnose the problem, repair it or make a 
recommendation for an after-market replacement radio. The

The Quincy High foot- 
ball team had their best of- 
fensive performance of the 
season. 

The Presidents faced 
Brookline on the road Nov. 
9 and had no issue running 
the ball. The Presidents won

Bird Whistle --- “I bought 
a wooden whistle, but it 
wouldn’t whistle” is part of 
an old children’s song that 
goes on to joke about buy- 
ing a metal whistle. But a 
modern metal whistle used 
by a policeman looks very 
different from the wooden 
whistle made centuries ago. 
And today, if a whistle is 
wood, it usually is carved 
into an interesting shape or 
painted to hide the wood 
surface. 

Very early whistles were 
made from a hollow reed or 


bird bones. By the 17th cen-- 


tury, ceramic whistles were 
made, often in the shape of 
an owl or other bird. The 
center of the whistle held 
water. Blowing into a hole 
on its back made the water 
move and make a sound. 
There also were wind whis- 
tles handmade or molded 
from clay. Many have been 
made since the 17th centu- 
ry, but few of the early clay 
bird whistles remain. Most 
are not marked, but are dec- 
orated- with an identifiable 
regional design. 

Today you can find a lot 
of whistles made of pot 
metal, celluloid or plastic. 
An unmarked earthenware 
bird whistle with colorful 
paint decoration was sold 
at a Hess Auction Group 
auction that featured Penn- 
sylvania wares. The 4-inch- 
long bird sold for $212.

zens of the city of Quincy 
who have served this coun- 
try and served it well,” 
Nicholson said. “The city 
of Quincy will never forget 
that.” 

A sign reading “Wel- 
come to Quincy, a Purple 
Heart City,” was on display 
for the ceremony. Nicholson 
said that sign would soon 
be placed at the foot of the 
Neponset Bridge in North 
Quincy and another would 
be placed at the rotary at 
the base of the Fore River 
Bridge in Quincy Point. 

“You. will recognize 
coming and going that there 
is no more dedicated a city 
to veterans in the state than 
the city of Quincy,” Nichol- 
son said. 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
reflecting on. a quote by 
George S. Patton, said -all 
those who serve contribute 
to the war effort. 

“General Patton once 
said that every soldier 
played a role in victory at 
war. Not everyone is on the 
front lines, but everyone 
plays a part,” the mayor 
said. 

“No matter the rank, 
when the individual raises 
their hand and swears al- 
legiance to the country, 
they become veterans. To 
all of you veterans here, 
thank you for your service. 
To all of our veterans who 
continue to serve all across 
the world, we keep them in 
our prayers.

He pilot- 
ed a B-24 Liberator bomber 
during the war, flying 33 
combat missions over Ger- 
many and Europe. 

Santoro, 94, served in 
the Navy aboard a landing 
craft in the Philippines dur 
ing the war, He was one of 
eight brothers who served 
the country in the Second 
World War.

Erikson, following the 
ceremony, said Monday was

He hopes to speak 
again three years from now, 
when he will be 100.

But these soldiers also sacri- 
ficed weddings, births, first 
steps, graduations and other 
key life events they put on 
hold while serving their 
country. 

“Considering the total 
act of selflessness to serve, | 
truly feel blessed to live ina 
city that so actively encour- 
ages the recognition of our 
modern day heroes.” 

The Rev. John Swanson, 
the chaplain of the Quincy 
Veterans’ Council, delivered 
the invocation and benedic- 
tion Monday. 


“Keep us ever mind 


ful that the cliché ‘freedom 


isn’t free’ is true,” he said in 


the invocation. “Today we 
remember those who died 
and left no name, but yet 
they have gifted us with this 
nation.” 

Peter Walsh, the com- 
mander of the QVC, thanked 
those in attendance for their 
presence. 

“IT want to say happy Vet- 
erans Day to my fellow vet- 
erans,” he added, “and thank 
those who are still serving 
for their service.” 

Two wreaths were placed 
at the foot of the World War 
If monument during the cer- 
emony. 

Gold Star Mother Angela 
Durkin whose daughter 
Ciara was killed in Septem- 
ber 2007 while serving in 
Afghanistan — placed a Gold 
Star wreath with assistance 
from George Bouchard, 
Quincy’s grave registration 
officer. 

Walsh and Charles Hurd, 
who served as Commander 
of the Quincy Veterans’ 
Council in 2014, placed a 
red, white and blue wreath 
in front of the monument. 

The Second Marine Divi 
sion fired a volley after the 
wreaths were placed and 
Robert LaFleur sounded 
“Taps.”
